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PREFACE 


Over  the  last  12  years  the  Research  Centre  has  produced  a  number  of  mimeographed 
bibliographies  on  various  aspects  of  visual  handicap.   Most  of  them  have  been 
compiled  to  provide  answers  to  the  scores  of  enquirers  who  get  in  touch  with  the 
Centre  for  advice  about  research,  about  current  practice  in  teaching  and  rehabilitation, 
and  about  sources  of  information.   The  bibliographies  have  helped  reduce  the  day-to- 
day work-load  ol   the  Centre's  staff  and  (on  the  basis  of  the  feedback  given  by 
enquirers)  have  been  of  use  to  new-comers  to  the  field  as  well  as  to  those  with 
years  of  experience  in  it.   This  latest  publication  is  an  up-dating  of  a  document 
first  prepared  by  Mrs.  Hill  in  1978.   It  is  in  2  parts.   The  first  is  an  annotated 
register  of  dissertations  and  theses  written  by  students  and  researchers  at  varying 
levels  of  experience,  and  is  based  upon  the  authors'  own  abstracts  of  their  work  or  . 
upon  the  chapter  headings  and  'contents  page'  listings.   The  second  part  is  a  straight- 
forward title-listing  of  dissertations,  some  of  which  will  be  more  fully  annotated  in 
the  next  version  of  the  bibliography;  for  the  sake  of  comprehensiveness,  they  are 
recorded  in  this  rather  truncated  form  at  present  but  it  is  hoped  that  their  inclusion 
will  be  of  assistance  to  those  interested  in  the  nature  and  range  of  work  available 
for  inspection  in  the  Faculty  of  Education's  Library.

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1.  Argles,  E.W.E. 

An  Investigation  of  the  Linguistic  Skills  of  Blind  Six-Year-Olds 

Diploma  in  the  Psychology  of  Childhood,  1954-55. 

The  introduction  covers  the  aim  of  the  study }  selection  of  children, 
co-operation  of  schools  and  parents,  and  teachers'  observations.   The 
second  chapter  looks  at  the  research  on  the  general  and  linguistic 
development  of  blind  children.   This  is  followed  by  information  on  age, 
school  attendance,  onset  of  blindness,  degree  of  vision,  eye  defect, 
additional  handicaps  family  background  etc.   The  test  material  and 
presentation  and  the  test  situation  were  also  discussed  at  some  length 
and  an  analysis  of  results  was  given  (Vocabulary  Test,  Verbatim  Records, 
Means  and  Standard  Deviations  and  Correlations) . 


2.  Brown,  S.A. 

The  Congenitally  Blind  and  the  Adventitiously  Blind  School  Child 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1956-57. 

This  piece  of  work  considers  some  of  the  factors  involved  in  development 
which  may  be  attributed  to  the  presence  or  absence  of  visual  memory. 
After  a  short  introduction,  the  writer  discusses  factors  affecting 
development,  or  adjustment  to  handicap,  modifications  of  development  as 
a  result  of  blindness  and  aspects  of  development  affected  by  blindness. 

3.  Canning;  M. 

Exploring  the  Number  Concept  in  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1956-57. 

This  investigation  was  an  attempt  to  discover  some  information  which 
would  help  to  answer  questions  such  as:  'How  does  the  blind  child  develop 
in  his  sense  of  number?  -  In  what  way  does  the  mind  of  a  blind  child  work 
as  he  journeys  to  and  arrives  at  a  concept  of  number?  -  How  does  he  grow 
in  his  concept  of  number'?  Forty-five  children  were  selected  for  the 
experiment  within  the  age  range  of  3^  to  10  years.  They  were  placed  in 
two  categories  -  totally  blind  and  educationally  blind.   The  conduct  of 
the  experiment  is  explained  and  the  resulting  data  is  given.   In  conclusion 
it  is  stated  that  some  of  the  results  obtained  could  be  termed  as  similar 
to  those  obtained  by  Piaget,  but  taken  generally,  the  results  were  quite 
different  from  those  obtained  by  him.

The  Leamington  Experiment 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1956-57. 

This  experiment  was  made  at  a. Sunshine  Home  for  Blind  Children  and 
involved  placing  the  children  in  small  family  groups  where  they  could 
live  under  conditions  as  similar  as  possible  to  the  home  situation. 
The  existing  conditions  prior  to  the  experiment  are  described.   The 
Short  Stay  Assessment  in  the  reception  group  is  outlined  and  the  family 
groups  are  described  in  some  detail.   In  and  out  of  school  activities 
are  also  given  under  separate  headings. 
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5.  Haynes,  G.F. 

The  Part  Played  by  "Association"  in  the  Learning  of  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1957-58, 

The  basic  foundation  of  this  piece  of  work  was  not  original,  as 
Professor  E.  A.  Peel  had  carried  out  similar  tests  with  normal  children 
and  students.   However,  because  of  the  vast  differences  in  the  mediums 
used  by  vision  and  blind  children  it  was  impossible  to  adapt  on  of  his 
tests.   One  of  the  aims  of  this  work  was  to  try  to  find  out  whether 
this  branch  of  learning  plays  any  part  in  the  sudden  flattening  of 
the  curve  in  the  blind  child's  development  at  the  age  of  13.   Any 
conclusions  drawn  can  still  be  little  more  than  hypotheses,  because 
of  the  narrowness  and  smallness  of  the  population  subjected  to  the 
tests.   It  is  hoped  that  some  light  might  be  thrown  upon  the  controversy 
that  this  falling  behind  of  the  blind  child  at  the  age  of  13  may  be  due 
to  a  greater  dependence  upon  rote  learning  rather  than  on  the  powers  of 
reason.   The  population  used  in  this  test  were  mainly  from  the  Royal 
Normal  College  for  the  Blind  at  Shrewsbury. 

6.  James,  W.R.K. 

The  Effect  of  Training  on  the  Perceptual  Activity  and  Concept  Forming 
of  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children9  1957-58. 

The  object  of  this  investigation  was  to  make  a  series  of  detailed 
observations  on  a  blind  child's  mode  of  acquiring  and  structuring 
sensory  data  in  a  learning  situation  where  it  was  known  that  he  would 
possess  the  background  of  experience  and  knowledge  necessary  for  this 
to  take  place.   The  results  of  these  observations  are  analysed  to  determine 
whether  there  is  any  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  functions  of  the  mind 
which  govern  the  seeing  person's  ability  to  perceive  and  structure  sensory 
experience  can  be  developed  in  blind  children  by  systematic  teaching  and 
the  use  of  appropriate  aids. 

7.  Sykes,  K.C. 

Open  Education  in  Nigeria  and  its  Implications  for  the  Developing  Countries 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1957-58. 

This  paper  examines  the  origins  of  integrated  education,  and  the  experimental 
application  of  systems  developed  in  America  to  the  emerging  countries  of 
Africa.   The  author  then  goes  on  to  discuss  the  following:  A  survey  of 
the  provisions  for  educating  blind  children  in  the  Commonwealth  countries 
made  by  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  for  the  Blind  in  1959  -  Idea  of 
integrating  blind  children  into  ordinary  schools  -  Three  main  systems  of 
integrated  education  examined  in  America  (The  Resource  Room,  the  Co- 
operative System  and  The  Itinerant  Teacher  Service)  -  The  first  integrated 
education  scheme  introduced  at  Katsina,  Northern  Nigeria  in  1960  and  the 
second  integration  scheme  in  Eastern  Nigeria. 
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8.  Evans,  M.B. 

Some  Research  into  the  Foot  Mobility  of  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Course  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1958-59. 

To  summarize  this  piece  of  work  the  writer  comments  that  from  the 
literature  and  even  from  the  results  of  the  experiment  .>  it  would  appear 
that  the  feet  of  the  young  blind  children  are  less  mobile  than  those  of 
their  sighted  peers.   This  investigation  did  not,  however,  prove  that 
greater  emphasis  on  footwork  in  the  physical  education  lessons  with  the 
blind  children  at  an  early  age  can  improve  the  mobility  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  approximate  with  a  sighted  group  of  the  same  age.   The  writer  goes 
on  to  say  that  there  must  remain  the  ever-present  problem  of  the  lack  of 
mobility  amongst  the  blind  children,  and  as  an  "independence  of  movement" 
is  the  goal  to  which  all  educators  of  the  blind  must  aim,  perhaps  there 
is  a  need  for  greater  thought  in  the  planning  of  the  physical  education 
of  blind  children  and  a  need  to  aim  at  producing  a  normal  development  of 
the  muscles  of  the  feet,  by  giving  the  blind  children  opportunities  for 
movement  which  a  sighted  child  would  experience  normally. 

9.  Larkin,  H.M. 

Attitudes  of  Blind  Adolescents  to  their  Blindness 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1958-59. 

An  investigation  to  provide  some  data,  as  far  as  adolescents  are  concerned 
to  support  or  reject  the  ideas  of  Cutsforth,  Chevigny  and  others,  that 
blindness  is  used  l,as  a  mechanism  of  conversion  hysteria",  using  an 
attitude  scale  showing  degrees  of  stress  or  acceptance  of  the  limitations 
of  blindness. 

10.  Nicholas,  B.H. 
Sound  Pictures 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1958-59. 

This  investigation  was  to  try  to  discover  whether  sound  pictures  might  be 
utilised  as  a  teaching  aid  with  blind  children*   After  a  short  introduction 
the  contents  include  a  selection  of  items  for  the  experiment,  sample  of 
children  chosen,  the  test  procedure,  the  scoring  and  the  children's 
responses* 

11*  Pearce,  B.D. 

Tactile  Discrimination  and  Manual  Dexterity  in  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1958-59. 

This  piece  of  work  was  an  investigation  to  provide  some  data  as  to 
whether  there  is  any  relationship  between  tactile  discrimination  and 
manual  dexterity.   After  the  introduction,  which  includes  discussions 
on  the  sense  of  touch,  the  development  of  the  sense  of  touch  and  the 
value  of  a  museum  for  the  blind,  the  writer  goes  on  to  talk  about  the 
description  of  the  tests,  the  experimental  work  and  the  results  of  the 
tests. 
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12.  Brier,  S.M. 
Survey  on  Mobility 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1960-61. 

This  dissertation  begins  with  an  historical  introduction.   Chapter  2 
consists  of  veering  tendency  and  obstacle  sense,  Worchel  tests  results 
and  conclusions  and  Dallenbach  experiments  in  'obstacle  sense'.   Various 
aids  are  then  discussed  and  they  include  the  following:  human  guides, 
cane  (use  of  a  stick  through  the  ages)  and  the  Hoover  cane  technique, 
The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  guide  dogs  are  also  mentioned  and 
in  conclusion  mention  is  made  of  the  latest  researches  into  guidance 
aids. 

13.  Clare,  M.G.  (Sister  Mary  Thaddeus) . 

The  Tactual  and  Visual  Reading  of  Braille 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1960-61 . 

The  aim  of  this  experimental  work  was  to  investigate  the  effectiveness 
of  teaching  Braille  reading  to  children  with  residual  vision  by  touch  only 
or  by  touch  aided  by  sight.   Fully  sighted  children  participated  in  the 
experiment.   The  results  showed  that  this  method  does  give  superior 
Braille  readings  but,  when  the  subject  has  to  rely  on  touch  reading  alone, 
after  complete  loss  of  vision,  this  superiority  does  not  always  remain. 
After  the  introduction,  which  mentioned  blindness  and  its  limitations 
and  the  sense  of  touch,  the  following  chapters  were  included:  Statement 
of  the  Problem  -  Review  of  Literature  -  The  Experiment  -  Description  of 
the  Method  of  Analysis  -  Statement  of  Results  and  Comparison  of  the  Groups, 

14.  Monahan,  F.K. 

An  Adaptation  of  a  Reading  Scheme  for  Use  of  the  Late  Starter  to  Braille 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  196C-51. 

After  a  short  introduction  entitled  'Meaning  of  Reading',  the  writer  goes 
on  to  talk  about;  Statement  of  Problem  -  Braille  as  a  Medium  of  Touch 
Reading  -  Royal  Road  Readers.   The  Appendix  is  given  under  a  separate 
cover. 


15.  Lane,  I.V. 

Haptics:  An  Investigation  to  Try  to  Discover  Whether  the  Totally  Blind 
Can  Get  an  Idea  of  Shape  by  Using  Their  Fingers  and  Hands 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1961-62. 

Following  a  short  introduction  the  author  gives  a  review  of  literature 
which  includes  a  special  reference  to  a  book  called  'Psychology  and  Art 
of  the  Blind'  by  G.  Revesz,  translated  from  the  German  by  Dr.  H.  A.  Wolff. 
This  is  followed  by  a  chapter  headed  'Experimental  Work'  which  includes 
(a)  Statement  of  Problem  and  (b)  Tests  Devised.   The  last  chapter  makes 
some  general  observations  on  the  tests. 

16.  Cooney,  M.  (Sister  Francis  John) 

Experiments  on  the  Child's  Conception  of  Number  based  on  Jean  Piaget' s 
Work  on  Provoked  Correspondence  and  Equivalence  on  Corresponding  Sets 
Adapted  to  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1962-63. 

In  this  dissertation  Chapter  I  consists  of  an  introduction,  a  description  of 
Piaget' s  experiments  and  the  object  of  the  research.   Chapter  II  consists  of 
details  of  the  design  of  the  experiments;  pilot  testing  and  analysis,  and 
the  resulting  data.   In  the  last  chapter  the  writer  states  that  the  results 
compared  favourably  with  those  outlined  by  Piaget  and  that  there  is 
evidence  that  mental  attainment  indicates  stage  of  concept  formation. 
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17.  Dogbe,  E.L. 

The  Talking  Dictionary 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1962-63. 

The  chapter  headings  in  this  piece  of  work  include  the  following^ 
Description  of  the  Braille  Dictionary  -  The  Solid  Braille  -  The  Talking 
Dictionary  (the  computer  system)  -  The  Disc  System  -  The  Tape  System  - 
The  Talking  Encyclopaedia  and  The  International  Talking  Dictionary 
and  Talking  Encyclopaedia.   In  the  Review  chapter  the  author  states 
that  no  research  is  known  to  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Braille  dictionary ,  or  the  idea  of  developing  a  Talking  Dictionary 
for  the  use  of  the  blind. 

18.  Ezenwukwa,  R.W.C. 

Effect  of  Physical  Education  on  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1962-63. 

This  experiment  was  designed  to  find  out  how  far  a  concentrated  course 
of  Physical  Education  could  improve  the  blind  child's  standard  of 
performance.   After  a  short  introduction,  a  review  of  literature  is 
given,  followed  by  details  of  how  the  experiment  was  conducted,  the 
statistics  and  lastly  a  discussion  on  test  results. 

19.  McAteer,  M.  (Sister) 

A  Comparative  Study  of  the  Visual  and  Tactual  Learning  of  Braille 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1962-63. 

The  aim  of  this  experimental  study  was  to  investigate  the  effectiveness 
of  teaching  Braille  reading  to  children  with  residual  vision  by  touch 
aided  by  sight.   Two  experiments  were  conducted.   In  Experiment  A, 
56  sighted  subjects  took  part  (28  were  taught  by  touch  only  and  28  were 
taught  by  touch  and  sight).   In  Experiment  B,  44  partially  sighted 
subjects  took  part  (22  by  touch  and  22  by  touch  and  sight). 

20.  Minai,  A. 

The  Usefulness  of  Books  for  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children^  1962-63. 

Under  the  first  chapter  heading,  namely  'The  Difference  between  Blind 
and  Sighted  Children'  the  following  items  are  discussed:  (a)  experience, 
(b)  visualisation  and  imagination,  (c)  hobbies 5  amusement  and  fantasy, 
(d)  discrepancy  between  goals  set  for  sighted  and  blind,  and  (e)  training 
and  adjustment.   The  second  chapter  deals  with  the  kinds  of  books  and 
stories  read  by  children  and  the  last  chapter  is  entitled  'Reading 
Books  in  our  School  for  Blind  Children' .   Various  coloured  pictures 
are  included. 

21.  Thomas,  T.V. 

An  Investigation  of  Kinaesthetic  Perception  in  Blind  Children 

Diploma  in  the  Psychology  of  Childhood,  1962-63. 

This  experiment  attempts  to  compare  the  ability  of  children,  blind 
from  birth  or  early  infancy,  to  differentiate  between  blocks  of  varying 
form  and  size.   It  also  attempted  to  determine  whether  there  was  any 
difference  in  ability  to  differentiate  when  the  stimulus  block  varied 
in  size  from  the  choice  blocks.   The  age  range  of  the  subjects  chosen 
was  from  7  to  17  years  (18  boys  and  14  girls) .   Details  of  the  experiments 
and  the  results  are  p,iven. 
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22.  Adams,  S.M. 

Experiments  on  the  Child's  Conception  of  Conservation  of  Substance  based 
on  Jean  Piaget* s  Work  on  the  Conservation  of  Continuous  Quantities,  adapted 
to  Blind  Chfldren 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1963-64. 

The  object  of  the  experiment  undertaken  was  firstly  to  compare  the  findings 
with  those  of  Piaget  and  to  discover  whether  defective  sight  delays  the 
development  of  the  concept  of  conservation,  and  secondly,  to  compare  the 
results  of  the  totally  blind  children  and  the  children  With  residual 
vision.   One  hundred  and  nineteen  educationally  blind  children  were  used 
in  the  experiment  and  the  following  conclusions  were  made: 
(i)  the  results  supported  the  three  stages  of  conservation  outlined  by 
Piaget,  (ii)  children  who  are  conservers  of  continuous  quantities  in 
one  situation  are  not  inevitable  conservers  in  a  new  situation, 
(iii)  defective  sight  delays  the  formation  of  the  concept  of  conservation, 
(iv)  no  significance  was  found  between  the  results  of  the  totally  blind 
child  and  the  child  ivT-th  residual  vision. 

23.  Isherwood,  F. 

Experiments  in  the  Use  of  Enlarged  Print  to  Teach  Reading  to  some  Children 
at  Condover  Hall  School  for  the  ftlind  with  Additional  Handicaps 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachars  of  Blind  Children,  1963-64. 

The  writer  describes  a  project  to  enable  a  group  of  multi-handicapped 
children  -  all  possessing  soma  sight  -  to  acquire  reading  skills,  with 
a  view  to  providing  them  with  a  leisure  occupation  on  leaving  school. 
The  study  examines  the  use  of  hand-written  enlarged  print  reading 
material  and  considers  its  contribution  to  the  progress  of  the  16 
children  in  this  group  who  need,  or  are  likely  to  need,  special 
material  if  they  are  to  learn  to  read  at  all. 

24.  McLaughlin,  W.J. 

Tests  of  ¥.   nual  Derterity  and  Tactual  Discrimination  for  Blind  Youths 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1963-64. 

The  introductory  paragraph  talks  abort  the  history  of  workshops,  the 
workshops  cf  today,  vocational  guidance  and  assessment  centres  and 
manual  dexterity  testa.   This  is  followed  by  details  of  the  tests  and 
the  results  obtained. 

25.  Whitby,  R. 

The  Hand- Movements  of  Braille  Readers 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1963-64. 

The  aim  of  this  piece  of  research  was  to  establish  whether  blind  people 
usually  read  better  with  their  right  hand  or  their  left  -  that  is  to 
say,  which  hand  is  the  Dominant  Hand.   The  next  aim  was  to  investigate 
whether  this  hand-dominance  is  in  any  way  connected  with  right-handedness 
or  lef t-handedness,  as  those  terms  are  generally  understood.   Thirdly, 
the  author  sought  to  discover  whether  blind  people  usually  read  better 
with  two  hands  rather  than  with  only  one.   The  last  object  was  to  attempt 
to  shed  light  on  the  function  of  the  non-dominant  hand,  and  if  possible 
to  draw  some  conclusions  as  to  how  to  help  children  to  read. 
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26.  Pittaia,  V.G. 

An  Investigation  into  the  Possibility  of  using  Programmed  Learning  to  teach 
reading  of  Braille  by  touch 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Chiliren,  1964-65. 

The  author  begins  this  work  with  a  chapter  headed  'Reasons  for  the  Study', 
and  this  is  followed  by  details  of  the  preliminary  work  in  devising  a 
programme.   More  details  are  then  given  of  a  pilot  experiment  using 
programmed  learning  to  teach  17  Braille  symbols  in  which  30  eleven  year 
olds  attending  a  local  junior  school  were  used.   The  "Braille  Training" 
Programme  is  then  given  followed  by  the  results.   Two  tables  (Table  I  - 
Scores  obtained  in  the  Test  by  Individuals  of  each  Group  and  Table  II  - 
Scores  Related  to  Dot  Clusters)  are  given  and  these  are  followed  by  a 
discussion  in  which  the  author  states  that  the  experiment  at  the  Junior 
School  was  far  too  condensed  to  be  a  true  test  of  the  value  of  training. 
It  must  be  thought  cf  as  a  very  crude  pilot  experiment,  but  it  does  give 
ground  to  believing  that  a  similar  programme  could  be  tried  on  blind 
children,  using  non-specialist  teachers. 

27.  Mohamed,  F.E.A.R. 

Attitudes  of  the  Sighted  Toward  the  Blind 

M.Edo  1965. 

A  statement  of  the  problem  is  followed  by  a  review  of  the  literature,  a 
description  of  instruments  and  sample  and  the  statistical  results.   The 
work  is  then  divided  into  two  parts.   Part  I,  namely  'Attitudes  toward 
Blindness'  talks  about  physical  characteristics,  sociological  characteristics 
and  psychological  characteristics.   Part  II,  'Attitudes  toward  the  education 
of  the  blind8  consists  of  Special  versus  ordinary  schools  for  the  b1ind  - 
Educational  abilities  of  blind  children  and  Personality  and  social 
adjustment  of  the  blind. 

28.  Cowan,  M.I. 

An  Enquiry  into  the  Field  of  Creative  Activities  of  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1965-66. 

Briefly  this  dissertation  discusses  generally  the  creative  process  in 
a  sighted  child  and  the  terms  'creativity'  and  'create'  as  applied  to 
the  education  of  children.   It  includes  discussion  on  relevant  works 
written  on  the  topic  and  their  relationship  to  the  blind  child.   The 
main  part  of  the  work  consists  of  the  relationship  of  creative  activities 
to  the  work  with  blind  children. 

29.  Gay ton,  A.R. 

An  Investigation  into  the  Possibility  of  Illustrating  Braille  Books  for 
Young  Blind  Children 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  the  Visually  Handicapped,  1965—66. 

In  a  short  introduction  given,  the  writer  states  that  this  study  grew  out 
of  what  she  saw  as  a  need  for  young  blind  children,  namely  for  simple 
illustrated  Braille  books.   Chapter  1  consists  of  a  review  of  literature 
(although  the  writer  found  that  very  little  had  been  written).   Chapter  2 
gives  a  description  of  the  tests  (the  children  used  were  all  under  the 
age  of  12  3Tears  at  the  time  of  testing).

This  investigation  was  designed  to  compare  the  performances  of  totally 
blind  and  sighted  adolescent  boys,  on  a  battery  of  nine  tests  measuring 
agility,  speed,  strength,  co-ordination,  and  manipulative  skill,  balance 
and  reaction  time  to  an  auditory  stimulus.   Thirty-four  totally  blind  boys 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  15  were  compared  with  34  sighted  boys.   Comparisons 
were  made  by  obtaining  means,  standard  deviations  and  significance  of 
difference  of  the  means  in  the  nine  tests-   An  attempt  was  made  to  determine 
the  role  of  visualization  in  the  performance  of  the  test,  to  find  out  if 
blind  boys,  over- pre tec ted  at  home,  are  more  retarded  in  motor  performance 
and  finally,  whether  age  and  experience  can  compensate  for  lack  of  vision. 
A  detailed  description  of  the  nine  tests,  the  equipment  used  and  procedure 
methods  were  given.

/m  Investigation  into  the  Effects  of  Training  on  the  Standard  Mobility  of 
Blind  Adolescents 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1966-67. 

The  aim  of  this  work  was  to  investigate  the  effect  of  training  on  the 
standard  of  mobility  and  orientation  of  the  average  blind  adolescent. 
A  series  of  ten  tests  were  devised.   These  tests  were  given  to  the 
subjects  before  and  after  a  course  of  training.   They  covered  a  range 
of  items  thought  to  be  of  importance  in  mobility.   All  work  throughout 
this  study  was  done  on  an  individual  basis.   The  training  consisted  of 
24  tasks  involving  the  basic  skills  as  far  as  simple  road  crossings. 
The  6  subjects  were  selected  from  am  all  age  school  for  blind  children 
and  were  from  the  two  senior  classes.   The  results  showed  that  almost 
all  the  subjects  had  improved  in  nearly  every  test  item,  the  major 
difference  between  pre-  and  post-test  scores  was  a  reduction  of  subject 
variability.   There  was  also  some  overall  shift  in  the  range  of  scores. 
By  considering  which  of  the  training  tasks  and  test  items  were  of  most 
value  a  syllabus  for  basic  mobility  was  prepared  and  is  now  being  used 
by  the  school  in  which  the  work  was  carried  out.

An  Experiment  to  Investigate  the  Haptic  Perception  of  Blind  Children  and 
their  Ability  to  Interpret  Raised  Line  Drawings 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children,  1966-67. 

The  aim  of  this  experiment  was  to  study  (a)  the  blind  child's  ability 
to  recognize  and  to  draw  solid  or  cut-out  euclidean  and  topological 
shapes  and  (b)  his  ability  to  recognize  raised  line  drawings  of  the 
same  euclidean  and  topological  shapes.   Three  tests  were  devised  and 
the  relationships  of  such  factors  as  age ,  mode  of  handling,  and  mode 
of  presentation  were  studied.   The  results  indicated  that  age  was  not 
an  important  factor  in  the  majority  of  the  tests ,  with  one  exception, 
viz  the  solid/drawing  presentation  in  which  there  was  a  significant 
negative  correlation  with  age.   Significant  relationships  were  found 
to  exist  among  such  abilities  as  (a)  recognition  of  solid  shapes, 
(b)  recognition  of  these  shapes  as  represented  by  raised  line  drawings 
and  (c)  the  ability  to  reproduce  the  shapes  in  the  form  of  raised  line 
drawings.   Tests  were  made  of  the  subject's  ability  to  discriminate 
among  the  solid  shapes  and  among  the  raised  line  drawings  of  these  shapes, 
but  no  differences  were  found*

Groups 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind.  Children,  1967-68. 

This  piece  of  work  was  an  investigation  to  try  and  discover  what  sort 
of  information  totally  blind  children,  partially-sighted  children 
(blindfolded)  and  fully-sighted  children  (blindfolded)  can  obtain  about 
various  shapes  and  objects  by  handling  them  with  hands  and  fingers. 
Fifteen  children  in  each  of  the  three  groups  were  used  for  the  testing 
purposes.

A  Study  on  the  Validity  of  the  Training  of  Tactual  Discrimination  in  the 
Pre-Reading  Stage  in  Braille 

Supplementary  Certificate  for  Teachers  of  Blind  Children.  1967-68 

The  subject  of  this  study  was  the  training  of  tactual  discrimination. 
Details  are  given  on  the  form  of  the  tests  and  the  material  used.   As 
the  writer  states,  the  ideal  situation  would  have  been  to  have  used  at 
least  twenty  blind  children  at  a  pre-reading  stage  with  no  knowledge  of 
Braille  at  all.

Supplementary  Certificate  in  the  Teaching  of  Visually  Handicapped  Children, 

1971-72. 
This  study  aimed  to  establish  the  value  of  the  Barraga  vision  stimulation 
programme,  when  used  with  children  registered  as  partially  sighted. 
Previously  such  training  had  only  been  given  to  legally  blind  children, 
to  develop  their  use  of  residual  vision.   A  pilot  study  was  carried  out, 
which  revealed  lower  scores  on  the  Barraga  Visual  Efficiency  Scale 
achieved  by  partially  sighted  children  than  by  the  legally  blind  children 
tested  by  M.  J.  Tobin  in  1971.

Nystagmus  ;  An  Exploratory  Study  of  its  Effect  on  the  Visual  Perception 
of  Children 

M.Ed.s  (Ed. Psych. )s  1974. 

The  aim  of  this  research  was  to  discover  whether  the  constant  horizontal 
movements  of  the  eyes  during  attempts  at  fixation  in  children  with 
horizontal  nystagmus  contribute  towards  the  lowering  of  visual  acuity. 
Twenty-four  children,,  all  having  nystagmus  diagnosed  by  an  ophthalmologist, 
took  part  in  the  study.   An  ad  hoc  comparison  group  of  12  children,  for 
whom  spectacles  had  never  been  considered  necessary ,  were  also  tested. 
The  task  consisted  of  resolving  gratings.   Two  series  of  ten  black 
gratings,  from  2  lines  to  20  lines  per  inch;  printed  on  white  card  were 
prepared.   In  one  series  the  gratings  were  presented  vertically  and  in 
the  other  the  gratings  were  horizontal.   Results  of  the  experiment  were 
given  and  these  were  followed  by  interpretation  and  conclusions.

The  writer  designed  a  teaching  programme  for  5-7  year  olds  to  teach  them 

how  to  interpret  what  we  recognize  as  perspective  cues  as  a  means  of 

organizing  what  they  see  in  pictures.   To  see  if  any  improvement  was 

likely  after  working  such  a  programme,  the  writer  gave  it  a  trial 

period  of  3  weeks,  during  which  9  children  received  the  programme  followed 

by  a  test  and  another  9  were  given  only  the  test.

Conservation  Concepts  of  Blind  Multi-Handicapped  Children 

B.  Phil.  (Ed.)  -  Special  Education  (Visually  Handicapped),  1976-78. 

The  writer  devised  5  tests  of  conservation ,  3  concerning  number  and  2  concerning 
substance.   With  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  at  Condover  Hall  School,  44 
children  were  tested.   Only  7  of  these  conserved  fully,  i.e.  they  conserved 
and  were  able  to  give  a  satisfactory  explanation.
